DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Prosecution Application 

1 . The request filed on October 29, 2002 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) 
under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/577,978 is acceptable and a CPA has 
been established. An action on the CPA follows. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6, 9-13, 18- 
25, as well as newly added dependent claim 26 have been found to be allowable over the prior 
art of record with the reasons as set forth in the previous office action (see Office Action sent 
1/3/02). 

Newly added claims 27-28 are allowed because the prior art of record either alone or in 
combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination of an exposure apparatus for 
transferring a pattern formed on a first object onto a second object, which is provided with a first 
illumination system for illuminating the pattern of the first object under the first illumination 
condition, a second illumination system for illuminating the first object under a second condition 
wherein the first and second illumination conditions have different spatial coherencies, along 
with a light intensity detector, an information processing system and a projection optical system 
as recited in the instant claims.
